ANTI-STRIKE BILL 



WASraNOTOfJ. June 11 (UP)— 
The house today adopted a drastic 
anU-stilke bill which, if enacted, 
would make It legally pavlblc to 
send John L, Lewis to Jail In event 
ol onolher coal strike, 

It approved the senate-house con- 
ference agreement on leglslaUon 
aimed primarily at the coat dispulo 
but broad enough to.prevent or de- 
lay strikes in all war plants. 

The vote was announced as 310 
to 110. 

The action places Uio bill In posi- 
tion for final congressional action In 
the senato late today or early next 
week. Its enactment, however, de- 
pends on presidenUnt approval. Op- 
ponenla of the Wil hope. that Mr. 
Hooserclt, wUi -veto it. 

The measure would back up WlUl 
specific authority President Roose- 
velfa action in selling Uic coal 
mines. Any one who encourages or 
aids a tttrlko In a govemment-BelEed 
mine or war plant would~~be lioBle 
to a 19,000 tine or one year's impris- 
onment or both. This Is the provls- 
slon that could bo applied to Lewis 
and other coal atrlke leaders.

mountain war time) today after the most concentrated, allied aerial 
attack of the war and Gen. D wight D. Eisenhower's ground forces 
swarmed ashore from fleet-backed assault craft 20 minutes later.- 

The'senior ltalian officer on Pantelleria sent the following mes- - 
sage to allied headquarters: 
"Beg to suiTender through lack water." 

It was officially announced that the landing parties met slight re- 
sistance, due to the fact that word of 'the comma-nder's surrender ' 
had not reached all points of the island, but all objectives were reach- 
ed by 12:22 p. m. ' ■ - 

A white flag" postedNan Semaphore hill, 2,000 yards from the explo- ■* 
sive-damaged harbor ofTantelleria^ sigTialed Italy's loss of that fort- - 
ified island in the Sicilian straits and the first rupture in the ring of "

The fail of Pantelleria — three years and one day 
after Italy entered the war — was announced in a 
special communique. — 
The cliniactic raids on Pantelleria yesterday and 
st night -were described* here as the greatest allied . 
air attack W the war in'point of bomb tonnage drop- 
ped on a target of similar size. 

The islatid, 32 square miles in area and formed by 
a long deatjl volcano, lies 45 miles cast of Cap Bon, 
Tunisia, about 60 miles by air south of Sicily and 220 
miles by air from the toe ol the Italian boot, 
The special headquarters communique said:

Prove Effective 

BT, LOOIS. June 11 (-iv- Tiie com- 
ing Invasion of Europe may be her- 
alded by clouds of parachute bom'JS, 
filling the sky and raining deadly 
metal fraBmenla on enemy person' 

The use of parachutes In conjunc- 
tion witli frafimcntatlon bombs woj 
disclosed by the army ordnance de^ 
portmeni as a new-but-old weapon 
proving Its worth against (he Japa- 
nese in the southwest Pacific. 
. The parachute bombs, strewn by 
low flying planes, float e.irtliward 
slowly ' ' ' 

The bombs are small, 
Ing over 30 pounds, but contain a 
high ratio of metal to e^iplc&lve. The 
blasts distribute the Irogmen'ts at 
high velocity. 

Parachute l>ombs are not new. 
They were developed In this coun- 
try Eome 10 years ago, but now are 
undergoing a revlvil of use. said 
Col. Merle H. Davis, commanding 
officer of the St. LouLs ordnance 
district. 

Colonel Davis disclosed that 
among the firms maklns 
parachutes Is a company 
merly manufactured women's night- 
gowns and slips. Another formerly 
made aprons, piltowa and scarfs, and 
a third manufactured men's caps.
